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The Use of ITH in the Old Testament.

I PROPOSE in this article to give a complete statement of the 
use of ni"l in the Old Testament as a companion to my article 
on tt?E3 in the Journal for 1897, pp. 17 seq. I have given a study 
of 3? and 3D7 in Semitic Studies in Memory of Rev. Dr. Alex- 
ander Xohul, Berlin, 1897 : pp. 94-105. I classify all of the passages 
under appropriate heads. I do not give any etymology of the word, 
but only its literary use. 111"! is used 378 times. The passages may 
be classified as follows :
